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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



This paper is submitted in response to the Official Action dated September 26, 2002. The 
applicants hereby elect Group A, claims 1-19, 29, 33 and 34. The applicants traverse the restriction 
requirement. The applicants submit that the only distinction between the elected claims of Group A 
and the non-elected claims of Group B is that the claims in Group A refer to the fullerene as 
containing a trapped thermal neutron whereas the non-elected claims do not refer to the fullerene as 
containing a trapped thermal neutron. However, in both cases, the fullerene is a beta-emitter. As 
the Talnagi affidavits indicate, this beta emission has been studied and has been attributed to a 
trapped thermal neutron. Accordingly, fullerenes exhibiting the beta emission should be considered 
a single invention. 
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
